of Vicksburg, Miss., which is used by Corps 
of Engineers personnel.

Narrows. With Col Everett were Joe Roselle, 
chief of the real estate division; Russell 
Stewart, chief of the planning and reports 
branch; Thomas Carter, chief of the proj- 
ects operations branch; and John W. Ander-

As the big plane woulcj be idle while 


the officials were engaged in business at 
the lake an invitation had been extended 
newspaper editors and cameramen of south- 
west Arkansas to make a 45-minute air tour 
to Hot Springs, where the plane would re. 

Because of the short notice, however, 
the only newspaper people on the trip, were 
The Star's editor and Louis Graves, editor

The Grauman Black Mallard, piloted 


by Bud Clesi, with Bob Pierce as co-pilot, 
is powered by two 600-horsepower Pratt 
& Whitney engines; and it apparently can 


carry 12 to 14 persons. 
For Grauman, 


world's most famous builder of amphibians, 
the Black Mallard was a lucky design. It 
was purchased 15 years ago for $119,000, 
and as they haven't come up with a better 
amphibian since then it is worth today 
$240,000. 
Many 
southwest 
Arkansans 


have seen this plane land during its official 
visits to the Narrows. 


The big ship ran perhaps a mile up the 


main channel before taking off, climbed to 
about 1,000 feet, and cruised at 160 miles 
an hour — slowed down from normal 190 
because of picture taking, We went from 
Daisy, at north ond of the Narrows, the 
length of Lake Ouachita, and then put our 
wheels down over Lake Hamilton for the 
refueling stop at Hot Springs airport. 


Last Friday was a bad day for pictures, 


but Graves and your editor both made every 
shot count. Before we left, Bert Rettig of 
Hope had said the cloud ceiling was high — 
and his judgment was correct, for at 1,000 
feet we still had the clouds obove us. But 
the high humidity caused a ground haze 
that blotted out the horizon on long shots. 
And driving back to Hope in the afternoon 
we encountered rain which developed into a 
storm Friday night. 


But by that time the Black Mallard 


and her passengers were safely home in 
Vicksburg— 1 hour and 10 minutes flying 
time from the Narrows.

didate for the

nomination, tokl the Shreveport 
Journal Sunday "if you don't go 
all the way with the NAACP, they 
don't want you. 


"If I joined the NAACP now," 


he said, "I'd probably be kicked 
out." 


He said he was "not sorry I 


joined back there" in either 1951 
or 1952 "but I am sorry the Ne- 
groes have taken the political at- 
titudy they have against me'., It's 
a case of biting the hand trying 
to help them." 


Goldwater said he is morally 


opposed to segregation and has 
made no secret of that stand in 
trips through the South. 


He said rifts between him and 


:he NAACP apparently developed 
when the group "went way past 
the issue of integration into fields 
not related to problems of race." 


He said he went to an NAACP 


meeting, gave one dollar and got 
a membership card and "that's 
he last I heard from them."
